PARTIAL REPORT 


Statement Reveals 295 Automobiles 


Assessed in County During 


Month of March 


NOT TO ISSUE PASSPORT 


THE AVERAGE 
VALUE IS $160 


Number and Total Value of Other 


Things Taken by Assessors 


First Month Given 


An idea of the work done thus far 
by the township assessors is shown 
in the report sent to the state hoard 
of tax commissioners by County As­ 
sessor Henry Schrader. 
The report 
covers the work for the month of 
March. 
Mr. Schrader is well pleas­ 
ed with the work thus far and states 
that over half of the assessing has 
been completed. 
Mr. Schrader be­ 
lieves the assessors are getting close 
to the full value of the property and 
is satisfied with the reports made. 
The report shows that a total of 
5,028 horses were assessed during 
the 
period 
covered. 
The 
total 
assessed value of this number of 
horses was given at $502,580. 
The 
average thus obtained shows 
that 
the horses are assessed at about $80 
a head. 
This is somewhat higher 
than most places and will probably 
be less 
by the 
time 
the work of 
assessing is completed. 
A total of 5,710 head of cattle 
were assessed during the first month 
the assessors worked. 
These cattle 
had a total value of $233,928. 
The 
number of hogs assessed totals 26,- 
244 and their value is $230,008.00 
Rush county does not raise 
many 
sheep as indicated by tlie 
returns. 
For the first month a total of 1,838 
sheep were assessed. 
The assessors 
however, believe this is about the 
average. 
The assessors, from the 
report, 
have found many automobiles. 
A 
total of 295 autos have been assess­ 
ed, but Mr Schrader believes this 
number will be doubled. 
The total 
value of the automobiles is placed at 
$60,591. 
The automobiles are given 
to the assessors at about $160 each. 
A total of 887 farm implements 
and machinery were shown in the re­ 
port to the state tax boUrd and their 
assessed value is $57,807.00. 
The 
total number of people assessed for 
household goods so far was 1,996. 
The average valuation of household 
goods is about $35. 
In Rushville city the assessors so 
far have assessed only 47 automo­ 
biles and Assessor Schrader is not 
satisfied with the number. 
He may 
write the secretary of state and de­ 
termine who owns automobiles here. 
In this manner he can determine ex­ 
actly who owns machines that are 
subject to taxation. 
In the list of 
automobiles, Center township heads 
excepting 
Rushville, thus far with 
the greatest number. 
In this town­ 
ship the assessors have assessed 37 
machines with a valuation of $6,735 
This is not including 
the 
city 
of 
Rushville.

Because of the lact of instruc­ 
tions, no attempt will be made to 
transfei prisoners from the county 
jail here to the state penal farm at 
Putnamville, Putnam county, which 
Governor Ralston, in a 
proclama­ 
tion issued yesterday afternoon, de­ 
clared would he open and ready for 
receiving prisoners next Monday. 


The farm was created through an 
act of the 1913 session of the legis­ 
lature. 
The law 
provides 
for 
a 
method of sentencing prisoners in 
city and circuit courts but makes 110 
provision for the trnnferal of pris­ 
oners from county jails after sen­ 
tence has been imposed, to the state 
farm. 


Judge Will M. Sparks said today 
that he had been given the impres­ 
sion by the authorities that prison­ 
ers could be transferred from jails 
just as soon as the farm 
is 
open 
and 
that 
instructions 
regarding 
what action the court should take 
would he 
forthcoming, 
but 
none 
have 
been 
received, 
it 
is 
not 
known whether the law was amend­ 
ed by the last legislature to provide 
for the transferal prisoners 
from 
county jails. 


It is regarded by many here 
as 
very probable that the state farm 
will soon be filled to capacity since 
any circuit court or city court judge 
in Indiana may send prisoners to 
the farm. 
It is expected that the 
late farm will accommodate ulti­ 
mately five hundred or possibly eight 
hundred inmates. 
In fact, the law of the 1913 legis­ 
lature makes 
it 
mandatory, 
with 
certain exceptions upon judges. Sec­ 
tion eight says, after providing for 
the issuance of the proclamation de­ 
claring the farm open: 


“And thereafter it shall 
he 
the 
duty of all judges of circuit super­ 
ior criminal the city courts to com­ 
mit thereto so far as the capacity 
of the institution will 
permit, 
all 
male persons who are above the age 
of commitment to the Indiana boys’ 
school, who have been convicted of 
the violation of any criminal law of 
this state, or for any ordinance, the 
punishment for which now consists 
of imprisonment in any county jail 
or workhouse. 
And any male per­ 
sons not subject to commitment to 
said Indiana hoys’ school, who shall 
he fined for any violation 
of 
any 
criminal law or ordinance and who 
upon failing to pay such fine and 
costs, shall be committed to such 
state farm; 
and all laws relating to 
the confinement of male persons for 
the failure to pay fine and costs in 
any county jail or workhouse shall 
apply to the confinement 
of 
such 
prisoners at said state farm. 
“Provided, however, 
that 
when 
the imprisonment adjudged is sixty 
days or less, or where the fine and 
costs assessed by any court^ where 
not paid or replevied, would not re­ 
quire the defendant to serve more 
than sixty days in any county jail 
o*r workhouse, the court trying such 
ease shall have discretion to com­ 
mit such defendant either 
to 
the 
state farm or to the jail or work­ 
house of the proper county.” 
Since 
110 instructions have been 
received concerning the transfer of 
prisoners from county jails, it is not 
know whether all prisoners, or any 
class of prisoners, are eligible to he

The Russians

The fierce drives of 
the French around St. Mihiel have 
caused the Germans to hurry rein­ 
forcements originally 
designed 
to 
stem the Russian onslaught in the 
Carpathians. 
Various reports indi­ 
cate Hungary is in a state of excite­ 
ment over the Slav invasion and is 
demanding that the dual monarchy 
ask a separate peace. 


A Bucharest dispatch today esti­ 
mated the Austro- German losses in 
killed wounded and prisoners in the 
defense of Hungary from invasion

Indianapolis, Ind., April 9.— The

stamp law which fixes a prohibitory 
license fee for trading stamp com­ 
panies suddenly collapsed in federal 
court here today when Attorney Gen­ 
eral Milburn presented a statement 
from the secretary of state to the 
effect that 
the 
Home 
Merchants 
Trading 
Association of 
Louisville, 
the applicant 
for 
injunction, had 
never qualified to do business in this 
state. 
Samuel Miller, attorney 
for the 
applicants, moved to dismiss 
the 
suit without prejudice and the court 
granted the motion. 


Attorneys for the S. & II. Trad­ 
ing Stamp company said today they 
would test the law. 


Five prosecuting attorneys were 
named d e f e n d a n ts in the suit for in- 
juetion and 
three 
United 
States 
judges were here to hear the case. 


Prosecutor Albert Stevens of this 
county, who was one of the five pros­ 
ecutors named as defendants in the 
suit to test the validity of the trad ­ 
ing stamp law, indicated this morn­ 
ing that the ease would likely be dis­ 
missed because the Home Merchants 
Trading 
company, 
which is doing 
business here, had not qualified to do 
business in Indiana by filing papers 
with the secretary of state. 


The action of the attorney gener­ 
al, as outlined in the above dispatch, 
was believed here to be the result of 
a motion filed by attorneys repre­ 
senting the defendants asking that 
the suit he dismissed because the 
plaintiff was a 
Kentucky corpora­ 
tion and not qualified to do business 
in Indiana. 
The S. & H, Trading Stamp com­ 
pany, which will bring a similar ac­ 
tion in federal court, is doing busi­ 
ness in Rushville and was the first 
trading stamp company to enter the 
field here a few vears ago.

In this article 1 will explain m at­ 
ing from one to eight as by doing so 
1 think my readers will better under­ 
stand this line breeding chart. 
The 
first year you m ate No. 1 and female 
No. 1, 
which creates iloek No. 2, 
begin one-half the blood 
of 
your 
male No. 1, and fem ale No. 1. That 
is the first step tow ards full fruition 
in breeding poultry. 
The second year you m ate your 
best pullets back to male No. 1 and 
your best eock rel back to female No. 
1. 
These m atings create flock s Nos. 
4 and 5, which will be three-fourths 
the blood of your m ale No. 1 and 
female No. 1. 
The third year you 
mate specimen from flock s 4 and 5 , 
which creates flock No. 6, which will 
be half the blood of male No. 1 and 
fem ale No. 1. 
The grandchildren of 
your “Adam and Eve”, as it were, 
will be just as pro lific as flock No. 3 . 
Again, a male from flock No. 4 
m ated to female No. 1 produces a 
flock of seven-eighths the blood of 
female No. 1. 
Pullets from flock No. 
5 m ated back to m ale No. 1 creates 
flock 
No. 8, 
which 
is 
7 /8 
the 
blood of male No. 1. 
Following Eng­ 
lish 
m ating, 
the 
7 /8 
bloods 
become thoroughbreds the same as 
the original pair. 
You can now m ate 
specimen from flock 6 to flock 7 or 8 
and so on to the end of time and still 
m aintain vigor, type, strength and 
si/.e of your male No. 1 and your 
fem ale No. 1 of your first mating.

be level to m ate 


none but specimen that are strong, 
healthy and fine in type. 
Then egg 
production and all utility purposes 
will tak e care of them selves as long 
as you can create flock s representing 
one-half the blood of your original 
male and fem ale as reservoirs from 
which you draw new blood for m at­ 
ings in such a way that each flock of 
¡chick s shows a change in their blood 
from tha t of their sires and dams. 
That is the secret of line breeding. 
It m ay be revolting to apply this 
rule to the hum an fam ily, but by this 
a single man and woman could popu­ 
late an isolated island, but before 
experim enting in this line I would 
advise you to study the high cost of 
living.

chart, you can have your flock of 
poultry number thousands, all of the 
same type, size, color and productive 
merit. 
And w hat is more beautiful 
than a flock of poultry of this de­ 
scription! 
1 have seen some fairly 
good flock s of poultry in this county, 
but there is still room for consider­ 
able improvement. 
It is just as easy 
to raise a chick en w orth one dollar 
as it is to raise one that will bring 
only fifty cents.

larger one. 
If there is any person who does 
not understand the m ating of their 
flock s, do not be afraid to ask q ues­ 
tions. 
Every poultry breeder m ust 
thoroughly understand the m uling oi 


their flock s, otherwise they will not 
reap the financial benefit they are en­ 
titled to.

Tiie tilth frequenting habits of the 
insect are responsible for its tran s­ 
mitting typhoid germs. 
It frequent­ 
ly is burdened with various germs of 
other disease» as well and, according 
to Dr. W illiams and other 
eminent 
authorities millions of bacteria are 
sometimes to be found on the 
body 
of a single fly. 
It was Dr. L. 0. Howard, the gov-' 
eminent expert entomologist, who re ­ 
christened the housefly the typhoid 
fly. 
lie has done humanity great 
service in calling public attention to 
the chief danger with which it men­ 
aces us. 
There are nearly 590,990 
cases of typhoid fever yearly in the 
United States 
and

599.999 
deaths. Forty-nine thousand infants 
die annually of enteritis or summer 
complaint. 
In both diseases most of 
the germs nre distributed by flies.

the fly figures in the ravages of tub­ 
erculosis, dipthoria,

cholera. 
Flies are now known to he the most 
deadly enemv of man.

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Acts of Recent Legislature A re1 
Explained by Expert, John A. Lapp

(W ritten ior United Press.) 
Numerous requests for informa­ 
tion concerning the new laws a f­ 
fecting hunting and Ashing have been 
made since tlie|egislature adjourned. 
The subject is of wide interest to 
large numbers of people and 
any 
changes in the laws are looked for 
with keen interest. Many bills were 
introduced into the Legislature but 
very few passed. 
One law exempts old soldiers from 
the necessity of taking out a license 
to hunt and fish. 
Another makes an 
open season 
for 
hunting 
prairie 
chickens from October 15 to Novem­ 
ber 1 of each year but no one is 
permitted to kill over 
live 
prairie 
chickens in any one day. 
it is made 
unlawful to hunt pheasants of any 
kind at any time. 
One law which will affect nearly 
all fishermen is that which changes 
the size of the hook which m ay be 
used iu fishing. 
The new law read 
as iollows: “Whoever 
fishes in any 
of the waters of this state with any 
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trout line or set line of any kind 
having any hook or hooks thereon 
smaller than five-sixteenths of an 
inch from point of the hook to the 
shank, or with any line and hook of 
any kind attached to any bottle or 
to any floating device whatever, shall 
on conviction, be fined not less than 
five dollars ($5.00) nor more than 
fifty dollars ($50.09) for each of- 
iense. 
Provided that the provisions 
of this section shall not apply to the 
Ohio river, Lake Michigan, nor the 
Wabash river so far as it is 
the 
boundary line between the states o f 
Indiana and Illinois.” 
The sport of hunting after dark 
with searchlights attached to auto­ 
mobiles is hereafter made unlawful, 
and 
it 
i» 
also made 
unlawful to 
shoot along or across any highway. 
I nder a new law wild birds and 
animals which have been reared in 
captivity will be considered as dom­ 
esticated and their sale and ship­ 
ment from the state made legal. 
These laws constitute all the new 
regulations which the 
hunter 
and 
li-herman must learn 
in 
order 
to 
guide his conduct.

Thee plans by which farmers in i 
actual practice have 
succeeded in 
improving their personal credit and 
securing loans at less than the pre­ 
vailing rate of interest are outlined 
in a new publication of the 
United 
States Department 
of Agriculture, 
Farmers’ Bulletin 
No. 
654, “How 
Farmers May Improve Their Person­ 
al Credit.” 
The first of these plans has work­ 
ed out in certain localities in North 
Dakota so well that the farmer lias 
been able to borrow money 
on his 
personal note at 8 per cent at a time 
when the usual rate in his 
vicinity 
varied from 10 to 12 per eent. 
To 
secure this reduction interest, 
the 
farmer agreed 
that 
the 
bankers 
should buy the dairy stock for which 
he wished the loan and sell it to him 
at actual cost. 
The purchase in a 
number of cases was conducted with 
the advice of State or Federal dairy 
specialists.

improvements 
which 
would enable the borrower to repay 
the loan. 
Under this plan, in fact, 
the farmer may be said to have bor­ 
rowed the improvement 
itself 
in­ 
stead of the money to buy it with, 
for the disposition 
of the 
money 
was taken out of his hands. 
A plan of the same general char­ 
acter was carried out a 
year 
or 
two ago in southern Idaho, but in 
this case three or four banks united 
in the purchase of 
a 
carload of 
dairy stock. In other cases in Neva­ 
da a local creamery 
supplied 
the 
money and held back a part of the 
returns from milk and cream deliv­ 
ered by the borrowers. 
Altogether 
491 cows and heifers were distribu­ 
ted among 64 farmers, the aggre­ 
gate amount of money 
represented 
by the loans being $39 ,48 3. 
This is 
the simplest of the three 
methods. 
It consists essentially in permitting 
the lender to say how 
the 
money 
that he loans shall be spent. Under 
such 
circumstances 
he 
naturally 
feels more secure, and the rate of 
interest lessens with the risk. 
In regions where for various rea­ 
sons this plan has not proved possi­ 
ble, another method is to have the 
farmers collectively assume a cer­ 
tain guarantee for the notes given 
by individuals. In southern Montana, 
for example, 19 farmers organized 
an association and appointed trus­ 
tees to represent it in negotiations 
with a local bank. Trustees were au­ 
thorized 
to 
guarantee 
a 
limited 
amount to the bank on the joint and 
several liability of the 
association 
members* 
With this additional se­ 
curity the bank agreed to 
advance 
$5,000 to the association at 8 per 
cent, when the general bank 
rate 
was 10 and 12 per cent. 
Two dele­ 
gates from the association purchas­ 
ed with the money two carloads of 
heifers 
which 
were 
distributed 
among the members, each animal be­ 
ing charged 
with 
a 
proportionate 
share for all the incidental expenses 
connected 
with 
the 
transaction. 
Each purchaser pledged himself to 
care for and breed 
the* cattle 
by 
methods approved by the trustees. 
In the third plan the guarantee is 
furnished not by the farmers them­ 
selves hut by outside interest. As the 
plan was developed in Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, this outside interest con­ 
sisted of local business men who 
were in their way as much concern­ 
ed as the farmers with the general 
improvement of agricultural 
condi­ 
tions in their regions. 
Under this 
plan the business men subscribed a 
certain 
percentage of the 
funds 
loaned with the understanding that 
thi.s was to constitute a 
guarantee 
fund to protect the bankers. Other­ 
wise the plan was in 
its 
essential 
principles like that adopted in Mon­ 
tana.

Statement Reveals 295 Automobiles 


Assessed in County During 


Month of March 


THE AVERAGE VALUE IS $160 


Number and Total Value of Other 


Things Taken by Assessors 


First Month Given 


An idea of the work done thus far 


by the township assessors is shown 
in the report sent to the state board 
of tax commissioners by County As- 
sessor Henry Schrader. The report 
covers the work for the mouth of 
March. Mr. Schrader is well pleas- 
ed with the work thus far and states 
that over half of the assessing- has 
been completed. 
Mr. Schrader be- 


lieves the assessors are getting close 
to the full value of the property and 
is satisfied with the reports made. 


The report shows that a total of 


5,028 horses were assessed during 
the 
period 
covered. 
The 
total 


assessed value of this number of 
horses was given at $502,580. The 
average thus obtained shows 
that 


the horses are assessed at about $80 
a head. 
This is somewhat higher 


than most places and will probably 
be less by the 
time the work of 


assessing is completed. 


A total _pf.5,71JMhead of cattle 


were assessed during1 the first month 
the assessors worked. 
These cattle 


had a total value of $233,928. The 
number of hogs assessed totals '26,- 
244 and their value is $2;iO,008.00 
Rush county does not raise many 
sheep as indicated by the retains. 
For the first month a total of 1,838 
sheep were assessed. The assessors 
however, believe this is about the 
average. 


The assessors, from the 
report, 


have fonnd many automobiles. 
A 


total of 205 autos have been assess- 
ed, but Mr Schrader believes this 
number will be doubled. The total 
value of the automobiles is placed at 
$00,591. The automobiles are given 
to the assessors at about $100 each. 


A total of 887 farm implements 


and machinery were shown in the re- 
port to the state tax board "and their 
assessed value is $57,807.00. 
The 


total number of people assessed for 
household goods so far was 1,990. 
Tiie average valuation of household 
goods is about $35. . 


In Rushville city the assessors so 


far have assessed only 47 automo- 
biles aud Assessor Schrader is not 
satisfied with the number. 
He may 


write the secretary of state and de- 
termine who owns automobiles here. 
In this manner he can determine ex- 
actly who owns machines that are 
subject to taxation. 
In the list of 


automobiles, Center township heads 
excepting 
Rushville, thus far with 


the greatest number. In this town- 
ship the assessors have assessed 37 
machines with a. valuation of $6,735 
This is not including the 
city of 


R-.ishville.

be Transferred. 


TO NEW STATE PENAL FARM 


Judge 
Sparks Understands They 


May be Transferred After Be- 


ing Imprisoned in Jail. 


Because of the lact of instruc- 


tions, no attempt will be made to 
transfei prisoners from the county 
jail here to the state penal farm at 
Putnamville, Putnam county, which 
Governor Ralston, in a 
proclama- 


tion issued yesterday afternoon, de- 
clared would be open and ready for 
receiving prisoners next Monday. 


The farm was created through an 


act of the 1913 session of the legis- 
lature. The law provides 
for 
a 


method of sentencing prisoners in 
city and circuit courts but makes no 
provision for the tranferal of pris- 
oners from county jails after scn- 
:ence has been imposed, to the state 
farm. 


Judge Will M. Sparks said today 


that he had been given the impres- 
sion by the authorities that prison- 
ers could be transferred from jails 
just as soon as the farm is open 
ai:d 
that 
instructions 
regarding 


what action the court should take 
would be 
forthcoming, 
but 
none 


lave 
been 
received. It 
is 
not 


tfiown whether the law was amend- 
ed by the last legislature to provide 
?or the transferal prisoners 
from 


county jails. 


It is regarded by many here as 


rery probable that the state farm 
will soon be'filled to capacity since 
any circuit court or city court judge 
in Indiana may send prisoners to 
the farm. 
It is expected that the 


state farm will accommodate ulti- 
mately five hundred or possibly eight 
(uimlred inmates. 


In fact, the law of the 191.'! legis- 


lature makes it mandatory, with 
ertain exceptions upon judges. Sec- 
tion eight says, after providing for 
the issuance of the proclamation de- 
claring the farm open: 


"And thereafter it shall be the 


duty of all judges of circuit super- 
ior criminal the city courts to com- 
mit thereto so far as the capacity 


f the institution will 
permit, 
all 


male persons who are above the age 
of commitment to the Indiana boys' 
school, who have been couvicted of 
the violation of any criminal law of 
this stale, or for any ordinance, the 
punishment for which now consists 
of imprisonment in any countv jail 
or workhouse. 
And any male per- 


sons not subject to commitment to 
said Indiana boys' school, who shall 
he fined for any violation of 
any 


criminal law or ordinance and who 
upon failing to pay such fine and 
costs, shall be committed to such 
state farm; and all laws relating to 
the confinement of male persons for 
the failure to pay fine and costs in 
any county jail or workhouse shall 
apply to the confinement 
of 
such 


prisoners at said state farm. 


"Provided, however, 
that 
when 


the imprisonment adjudged is sixty 
days or less, or where the fine and 
costs assessed by any court^ where 
not paid or replevied, would not re- 
quire the defendant to serve more 
than sixty days in any county jail 
oV workhouse, the court trying such 
case shall have discretion to com- 
mit such defendant either 
to 
the 


state farm or to the jail or work- 
house of the proper county." 


Since no instructions have been 


received concerning the transfer of 
prisoners from county jails, it is not 
know whether all prisoners, or any 
class of prisoners, are eligible to be

In this article 1 will explain mat- 


ing from one to eight as by doing so 
I think my renders will better under- 
stand this line breeding chart. The 
h'rst year you mate No. 1 and female 
No. 1, 
which creates Hock No. 2, 


begin one-halt' the blood of 
your 


male No. 1, and female No. 1. That 
is the first step towards full fruition 
in breeding poultry. 


The second year you mate your 


best pullets back to male No. 1 and 
your best cockrel hack to female No. 
1. These niatings create flocks Nos. 
4 and 5, which will be three-fourths 
the blood of your male No. 1 and 
female No. 1. 
The third year you 


mate specimen from Hocks 4 and 5, 
which creates flock No. 0, which will 
be half the blood of male No. 1 and 
female No. 1.

Numerous requests for informa- 


tion concerning- the new laws af- 
fecting hunting1 and fishing have been 
made siuce tliu^cgisluture adjourned. 
The subject is of wide interest to 
large numbers of people and 
any 


changes in the laws are looked for 
with keen interest. Many bills were 
introduced into the Legislature but 
very few passed. 


One law exempts old soldiers i'rom 


the necessity of taking out a license 
to hunt and fish. Another makes ;ui 
open so;iscn 
for 
hunting 
prairie 


chickens i'rom October 15 to Novem- 
ber 1 of each year but no one is 
permitted to kill over 
five 
prairie 


chickens in any one day. It is made 
unlawful to hunt pheasants of miy 
kind at any time. 


One law which will uft'ect nearly 


all fishermen is that which changes 
the si/t: of the hook which imiv lie 
used in fishing. 
The new law read 


as i'iil!ow>: "Whoever 
fishes in ;uiy 


of ilie waters of this state with any 


trout line or set line of any kind 
having any hook or hooks thereon 
smaller than live-sixteenths of .an 
inch from point of the hook to the 
shank, or with any line and hook of 
any kind attached to any bottle or 
to any floating device whatever, shall 
on conviction, be lined not less than 
five dollars ($5.00) nor more than 
fifty dollars ($50.00) for each of- 
fense. 
Provided that the provisions 


of this section shall not apply to the 
Ohio river, Lake Michigan, nor the 
\\~abash river so far as it is 
the 


boundary line between the states of 
Indiana and Illinois." 


The sport of hunting after dark 


with searchlights attached to auto- 
mobiles is hereafter made unlawful, 
and it is also made unlawful to 
shoot along or across any highway. 


Under a new law wild birds and 


animals which have been reared in 
captivity will be considered as dom- 
esticated and their sale and ship- 
ment from the state made legal. 


These laws constitute all the new 


regulations which the 
hunter and 


fisherman nuint learn in order 
to 


giiide his conduct.

Farmers' Bulletin 
No. 654, "How 


Farmers May Improve Their Person- 
al Credit." 


The first of these plans has work- 


ed out in certain localities in North 
Dakota so well that the farmer has 
been able to borrow money on his 
personal note at 8 per cent at a time 
when the usual rate in his vicinity 
varied from 10 to 12 per cent. To 
secure this reduction interest, 
the 


farmer agreed 
that 
the 
bankers 


should buy the dairy stock for which 
he wished the loan and sell it to him 
at actual cost. The purchase in a 
number of cases was conducted with 
the advice of State or Federal dairy 
specialists. The men who furnished 
the money were thus in a position to

acter was carried out a 
year 
or 


two ago in southern Idaho, but in 
this case three or four bunks united 
in the purchase of 
a 
carload of 


dairy stock. In other eases in Neva- 
da a local creamery 
supplied the 


money and held back a part of the 
returns from milk and cream deliv- 
ered by the borrowers. 
Altogether 


491 cows and heifers were distribu- 
ted among 64 farmers, the aggre- 
gate amount of money 
represented 


by the loans being $39,483. This is 
the simplest of the three methods. 
It consists essentially in permitting 
the lender to say how the money 
that he loans shall be spent. 
Under 


such 
circumstances 
he naturally 


feels more secure, and the rate of 
interest lessens with the risk. 


In regions where for various rea- 


sons this plan has not proved possi- 
ble, another method is to have the 
farmers collectively assume a cer- 
tain guarantee for the notes given 
by individuals. In southern Montana, 
for example, 19 farmers organized 
an association and appointed trus- 
tees to represent it in negotiations 
with a local bank. Trustees were au- 
thorized 
to guarantee a 
limited 


amount to the bank on the joint and 
several liability of the association 
members. 
With this additional se- 


curity the bank agreed to advance 
$5,000 to the association at 8 per 
cent, when the general bank rate 
was 10 and 12 per cent. Two dele- 
gates from the association purchas- 
ed with the money two carloads of 
beifers 
which 
were 
distributed 


among the members, each animal be- 
ing charged 
with a proportionate 


share for all the incidental expenses 
connected 
with 
the 
transaction. 


Each purchaser pledged himself to 
care for and breed tltc" cattle by 
methods approved by the trustees. 


In the third plan the guarantee is 


furnished not by the farmers them- 
selves but by outside interest. As the 
plan was developed in Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, 'this outside interest con- 
sisted of local business- men who 
were in their way as much concern- 
ed as the fanners with the general 
improvement of agricultural 
condi- 


tions in their regions. 
Under this 


plan the business nich subscribed a 
certain 
percentage of the 
funds 


loaned with the understanding that 
this was to constitute a 
guarantee 


fund to protect the bankers. Other- 
wise the plan was in its essential 
principles like that adopted in Mon- 
tana.
